MISS  ELLA  E.  RUSSELL 

What  the  Babies'  Wards  Have  Accomplished  in 
Thirty-Five  Years — 

A  Retrospect 

Slightly  over  thirty-five  years  ago  the  New  York  Post- 
Graduate  School  and  Hospital  appointed  a  Ladies'  Auxiliary 
of  five  women  to  assist  in  every  possible  way  in  the  building 
up  and  maintenance  of  the  Babies'  Wards  to  be  a  separate 
division  of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital  for  the  special  medical 
and  surgical  treatment  of  babies  and  young  children,  there 
being  then  no  habies'  hospital  for  such  treatment  in  our  city 
and  only  very  slight  provision  for  it  in  the  general  hospitals. 
The  "Babies'  Wards"  at  that  time  consisted  of  one  small  room 
holding  five  small  babies. 

In  these  thirty-five  years  it  has  grown  to  a  separate  division 
of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital  of  eight  wards,  holding  some 
fifty-six  beds,  and  occupying  some  twenty-four  rooms,  includ- 
ing Roof  Garden,  Sun  Parlor,  etc.  They  have  sheltered  over 
27,277  babies  and  young  children,  saving  thousands  of  lives 
and  alleviating  the  heart-rending  sufferings  of  many  hun- 
dreds. They  have  given  training  in  the  medical  and  surgical 
nursing  of  little  ones  to  more  than  eleven  hundred  trained 
nurses,  now  scattered  over  the  United  States,  some  of  them 
having  helped  to  save  the  lives  of  }'our  own  sick  children.  In 
these  Wards  nearly  fo2ir  thousand  graduate  doctors  from  every 
part  of  our  country  have  studied  the  best  and  most  recent 
methods  for  the  help  and  cure  of  little  sufferers,  while  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  has  grown  to  a  committee  of  some  sixty 
members,  active  and  associate. 

The  Babies'  Wards  have  had  their  vicissitudes  like  many  other 
institutions.  Some  of  our  oldest  and  most  valuable  managers 
and  subscribers  have  died,  while  others,  both  young  and  old, 
have  left  us  to  join  different  good  undertakings — beds  and 
gifts  have  been  transferred  to  some  newer  work  and  we  have 
lately  even  been  asked  if  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  still  existed. 
During  the  past  few  years  many  excellent  institutions  liave 
conducted  great  and  most  successful  "Drives"  for  millions  of 
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dollars  and  hundreds  of  helpers,  and  among  all  these  stirring 
and  strenuous  apipeals,  it  has  perhaps  been  difficult  to  hear  the 
feeble  cry  of  the  suffering  or  dying  baby.  Now,  however,  we 
are  taking  a  fresh  start,  many  new  and  most  valuable  helpers 
are  joining  our  Committee  and  we  are  hoping  for  more  endowed 
and  supported  beds  and  for  countless  new  and  smaller 
subscriptions. 

To  many  of  you  nothing  is  more  apj>ealing  than  the  pitiful 
cry  of  a  suffering  and  friendless  baby  and  so  we  end  our  little 
"Retrospect"  with  the  following  letter  from  "Our  Babies" 
themselves  sent  through  a  devoted  friend  of  theirs  and  ad- 
dressed "To  all  those  who  love  little  children  and  to  all  those 
as  well  who  think  they  do  not." 

Babies'  Wards.  Post-Graduate  Hospital, 
303  East  20th  Street,  iNew  York  City. 

Dear  Friends: 

This  is  from  fifty  of  "our  babies"  and  it's  such  a  piece  of 
work  for  us  to  write  a  letter — do  please  read  it,  every  word. 
We  just  thought  this  year  we  would  try  talking  ourselves  and 
telling  you  our  own  stories.  Some  of  us  are  so  small  that  we 
cannot  speak  very  plainly,  but  when  you  see  a  little  wee  baby 
in  the  Wards  smile,  that  means  "Thank  you  for  all  you  have 
done  for  me,"  and  when  you  hear  it  cry  that  means  "Please 
do  not  forget  I  need  a  warm  fire  and  more  milk  and  a  kind 
nurse." 

If  babies  could  only  have  a  good  dinner  and  clean  clothes 
and  then  be  tucked  in  with  mustard  plasters  and  hot  water 
bottles  and  laid  away  on  a  shelf  and  left  there  until  we  were 
well  enough  and  big  enough  to  take  care  of  ourselves,  we 
shouldn't  have  to  be  always  asking  you  for  something.  But 
you  see  a  little  sick  child  does  need  so  much  to  make  her  well 
again. 

Then  if  you  only  knew  what  hard  times  we  had  before  we 
were  brought  here  you  would  just  want  to  do  something  for  us. 
Three  of  us,  twin  baby  brothers  and  a  big  sister  two  years  old, 
came  from  a  damp  cellar  where  we  lay  on  the  floor  with  no 
bed  at  all  but  a  few  coverlids.  Some  of  us  have  been  sick  ever 
since  we  were  born  and  some  of  us  the  doctors  say  have  never 
had  enough  to  eat  in  all  our  lives.  Just  think  of  your  baby 
being  starved !  We  have  been,  oh,  so  cold  when  the  snow  blew 
in  through  our  broken  windows  and  there  were  only  a  few 
cinders  for  the  fire,  and  in  the  hot  summer  so  parched  with 
fever,  yet  our  poor  mothers  hadn't  money  to  buy  even  a  piece

of  ice  for  us.  We  have  had  such  bad  aches  and  pains  and,  oh 
dear,  some  of  us  have  been  beaten  and  ill-treated,  when  our 
fathers  were  not  themselves,  'till  our  tiny  bodies  were  covered 
with  bruises.  Now  we  are  so  nice  and  comfortable,  though 
we  are  in  a  hospital,  but  if  all  you  kind  people  don't  keep  on 
helping  the  Babies'  ^^'ards,  what  wiW  become  of  us? 

It  sounds  very  grasping  after  what  you  have  done  for  us 
already,  but  what  we  do  want  most  is  money!  For  you  see 
bills  must  be  paid  and  fire  and  lights  and  bread  and  milk  and. 
hot  water  bottles  and  medicines  and  splints  and  bandages  and 
nurses  who  know  just  the  best  way  to  help  the  doctors  cure 
us  cost  so  much.  Isn't  it  dreadful  to  think  that  some  poor, 
sick  starving  baby  might  have  to  be  turned  away  when  we 
wanted  so  to  have  it  come  in  and  be  helped !  Only  a  while  ago, 
just  in  one  day,  five  dear  babies  had  to  be  carried  home  because 
there  wasn't  a  bed  in  the  Wards  for  them.  Doesn't  it  make 
you  think  of  the  Holy  'Child  when  there  was  "no  room  for 
Him  in  the  inn?"  And  wouldn't  you  have  liked  to  help  Him 
then?  But  you  know  He  said  afterwards  that  you  did  help 
Him  when  you  helped  His  brothers. 

A  great  many  people  do  not  have  a  lot  of  money.  Please  do 
remember  that  even  a  dollar  would  buy  a  great  deal  of  nice 
milk  or  a  good  fire  to  keep  us  warm.  Then  we  wear  out  our 
clothes  so  fast  and  our  hands  shake  so  we  drop  our  toys  and 
break  them  and  we  zLnsh  we  had  nice  little  crackers  and  some 
jelly  to  put  on  our  bread  for  supper.  And  then  we  would  love 
to  have  you  come  and  see  us  and  tell  us  a  story  when  our  bones 
ache  so  badly  that  we  want  to  cry. 

Some  of  us  will  never  go  back  to  cold  and  hunger  and  sick- 
ness any  more.  The  weeks  we  have  been  in  the  Babies'  Wards 
have  been  just  the  happiest  in  all  our  lives.  Our  beds  have 
been  so  soft  and  warm,  the  kind  nurses  and  doctors  have  been 
so  good  to  us  and  have  stopped  all  of  our  worst  pains,  the 
music  boxes  played  for  us,  and  good  friends  brought  us  flowers 
and  bright  smiles.  Then  don't  be  sorry  for  us.  W  e  have  tried 
to  be  very  patient  and  we  shall  soon  be  in  the  loving  arms  of 
our  dear  Savior,  where  there  won't  be  any  more  pain  and 
where  all  our  tears  will  be  wiped  away.  So  good-bye  and 
God  bless  every  one  of  you  for  all  you  have  done  for

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN 


To  the  Board  of  Maitagers  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee 
of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital. 

Ladies  : 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  to  you  the  work  accom- 
plished in  the  Babies'  Wards  during  the  year  and  a  quarter 
from  October  1,  1923,  to  December  31,  1924. 

We  have  admitted  2,333  cases  and  have  given  18,133  days' 
care  to  them.  Various  improvements  have  been  made  to  in- 
crease the  comfort  of  the  patients  and  the  facilities  for  service. 
We  have  been  most  fortunate  in  having  our  full  quota  of 
nurses,  which  has  greatly  added  to  the  work  accomplished  in 
the  Wards. 

We  desire  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  our  good  friends 
who  have  aided  us  by  their  visits  and  gifts  to  the  Babies'  Wards. 
Their  interest  and  assistance  have  made  possible  the  service 
which  the  Wards  have  rendered  to  the  sick  children  of  the  City. 

The  cost  of  providing  for  the  sick  has  increased  tremendously 
in  recent  years  as  has  the  cost  of  everything  else.  In  order  to 
continue  our  work  on  the  same  lines  as  in  the  past,  and  more 
especially  to  increase  our  efificiency  so  that  we  may  do  better 
work  in  the  future,  we  very  seriously  need  subscriptions  of  all 
kinds  and  amounts. 

We  greatly  appreciate  the  interest  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary 
and  the  delightful  entertainment  they  provided  for  the  children 
at  Christmas. 

We  should  like  to  thank  the  President.  Dr.  McKernon,  the 
officers  and  the  Board  of  Directors  for  their  cooperation  and 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Wards. 

We  wish  especially  to  express  our  thanks  to  Col.  Trimble, 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  and  Miss  Wilson,  the 
Superintendent  of  Nurses,  for  their  most  valuable  aid  and 
assistance.  The  success  of  the  Wards  is  due  in  large  part  to 
the  able  services  and  ability  of  Dr.  Dennett,  our  Medical  Di- 
rector, Mrs.  McKelvey,  our  Head  Nurse,  and  Dr.  Finley,  our 
Admitting  Doctor  and  the  doctors  associated  with  the  Babies' 
Wards.  To  all  of  them  our  thanks  and  gratitude  are  especially 
due. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  deep  appreciation 
of  the  never-failing  encouragement,  cooperation  and  help  which 
you  have  always  extended  to  me  and  which  I  could  not  do 
without.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  NURSES 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee 
of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital. 

Mrs.  McVeigh,  Chairman. 
Dear  Madam  : 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  a  busy  one  in  the  Babies' 
Wards  of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital.  The  census  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  time  averaged  between  forty  and  fifty 
cases  daily  and  several  times  filled  to  capacity.  The  death  rate 
has  been  low  and  contagion  has  been  very  light.  We  have 
been  very  fortunate  in  having  an  adequate  number  of  nurses 
even  during  vacation  time. 

There  have  been  many  improvements  during  the  year  which 
increased  the  efficiency  of  the  department.  Twenty-four  new 
cribs  with  drop  sides,  twelve  of  these  equipped  with  Gatch 
springs,  and  six  white  enamel  tables  have  added  to  the  appear- 
ance of  the  Wards.  The  white  enamel  soiled  linen  cans  are  a 
great  improvement  over  the  old  type  of  hamper.  The  bed-pan 
sterilizer  has  been  a  great  help.  The  window  ventilators  have 
improved  the  nursery.  While  the  electric  breast  pump — well — 
it  seems  hardly  possible  that  we  ever  got  along  without  it. 

We  were  somewhat  handicapped  during  the  summer  as  none 
of  the  convalescent  homes  would  admit  girls.  Our  own  roof 
garden,  however,  was  most  attractive  and  by  keeping  the  chil- 
dren here  and  giving  them  long  days  on  the  roof,  the  lack  was 
not  greatly  felt.  Many  donations,  such  as  bicycles,  kiddie  cars, 
sand  pails,  etc.,  kept  the  roof  a  source  of  unfailing  happiness 
to  the  children.  With  the  cold  weather  the  putting  in  order  of 
the  Victrola,  the  radio  and  the  tuning  of  the  piano  made  up 
for  the  out  of  door  pleasures.  There  have  been  many  days, 
however,  during  the  winter  when  the  children  have  enjoyed 
the  roof. 

Thanksgiving  was  a  happy  day  for  the  children.  The  Wards 
were  very  festive  with  flowers.  The  Thanksgiving  dinner  was 
donated  as  usual  and  was  greatly  enjoyed.  We  had  forty-nine 
children  on  that  day.  Christmas,  which  is  always  the  children's 
day,  was  certainly  one  of  joy  to  the  forty-six  children.  The 
Christmas  trees,  donated  by  Mrs.  Jas.  C.  Brady,  who  sent  men 
to  wire  and  decorate  them,  were  gorgeous  with  myriads  of  tiny 
electric  lights  and  beautiful  tree  decorations.  Mrs.  Brady  was 
most  generous  with  her  gifts,  her  time  and  suggestions.  Thirty 
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of  the  children  were  able  to  be  up  and  the  joy  and  wonder  on 
each  tiny  face  will  long  be  remembered.  Dr.  Brenner  very 
graciously  acted  as  Santa  Claus,  taking  an  interest  in  each  little 
tot,  making  each  one  happy  by  a  personal  greeting.  Everyone 
was  most  generous  and  all  the  children  received  a  goodly  num- 
ber of  toys.  The  members  of  the  Junior  AuxiHary  were  most 
helpful,  bringing  candy  and  toys,  filling  cornucopias  and  dis- 
tributing gifts  to  the  children  and  candy  to  the  nurses.  It  was 
a  great  pleasure  to  have  them  with  us.  The  Christmas  greens — 
the  gift  of  a  friend — were  unusually  lavish  and  beautiful. 

May  I  express  here  my  appreciation  of  the  hearty  co- 
operation given  me  in  my  work  during  the  year.  The  helpful 
suggestions,  constructive  criticism,  ready  response  with  money 
for  transfusions,  apparatus  for  deformed  or  crippled  children, 
the  generous  supply  of  linen  and  clothing  as  well  as  the  constant 
encouragement,  have  all  been  a  source  of  inspiration,  making 
it  a  very  happy  year  for  me. 


REPORT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 


The  Ladies'  Auxiliar\-  paid  for  the  ser\nces  of  the  Social 
Service  Worker,  Miss  ]\Iartin,  from  Feb.  1st  to  Nov.  1st,  1923, 
when  the  Auxiliar}'  ceased  to  pay  a  Social  ^Vorker  and  the 
work  has  since  been  carried  on  by  the  Medical  Social  Service 
Department  of  the  Hospital.  Miss  Martin  was  succeeded  by 
Miss  King,  from  July  1st  to  Nov.  1st,  1924,  when  Mrs.  Rich- 
stein  was  appointed.  The  work  was  interrupted,  due  to  many 
changes,  but  now  we  hope  Mrs.  Richstein  may  be  able  to  con- 
tinue permanently  and  develop  the  service  to  greater  extent. 
A  Fund  has  been  provided  by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  for  food 
or  clothing  for  Mrs.  Richstein's  use  in  emergency  cases  among 
the  families  visited.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CLOTHING  COMMITTEE 


October  1,  1923,  to  December  31,  1924 

The  Clothing  Committee  has  achieved  a  continuity  in  its  work 
under  difficulties  this  year — ^changing  Chairmen,  changing  per- 
sonnel in  the  Wards,  changing  policy  in  the  Committee,  making 
surprisingly  little  disturbance  in  the  condition  of  the  shelves, 
which  have  been  kept  adequately  supplied  with  the  necessary 
garments.  We  have  bought  stockings,  underclothes  and  shoes ; 
have  had  some  garments  made  at  St.  Thomas'  Sewing  Society, 
for  which  work  we  are  very  grateful;  and  the  Guild  of  All 
Souls'  Church  has  made  the  diapers — as  they  so  kindly  do  each 
year.    This  is  most  helpful  as  we  can  always  depend  upon  it. 

The  Needlework  Guild  of  America  gave  us  557  garments, 
which  have  filled  many  a  need,  and  we  are  again  most  thankful 
for  this  splendid  helpful  contribution. 

A  new  plan  goes  into  effect  for  the  coming  year — the  two 
offices  of  Chairman  and  Treasurer  being  merged.  Mrs. 
Auchincloss,  who  has  been  Treasurer,  is  taking  the  Chairman- 
ship also.  It  will  be  a  more  satisfactory  arrangement,  and  will 
make  the  report  as  well  as  the  work  more  coherent  in  years 
to  come. 

The  number  of  children  we  can  take  in  the  Wards  is  fifty- 
six,  the  ages  being  from  infancy  to  five  years  old,  and  this 
Committee  endeavors  to  have  full  supplies  of  dresses,  rompers, 
underclothes,  nightgowns,  etc.,  for  that  number,  having  the 
dresses  and  rompers  uniform  in  color  and  style,  in  varying  sizes. 
It  is  a  great  deal  of  work  to  plan  and  arrange  for  such  a 
variety  of  garments  in  such  quantities,  and  I  want  to  ask  for 
the  new  Chairman  all  the  assistance  and  cooperation  possible 
from  the  Board  to  make  her  way  as  easy  as  may  be.
